The Most Dangerous Enemy On 
Earth, Says An Expert. 
Carriers of Disease. 


Sensational Ride of Allen Zaring, 
of Richmond, Before Help 
Arrives.

Even if all our chief cities and most 
•f oijr modern industiies have been 
thoroughly muckraked, the field has 
sot yet been exhausted. There remain 
the insects. To be surq, the mosquito 
has been thoroughly exposed. Every¬ 
body knows that he or she i9 a carrier 
ef disease and a menace to health. 

Now it’s the turn of the house flj, 
and the Merchants’ Association, which 
segiecU few chances to engage in a 
crusade, has t .declared its doom. The 
first gun in the warfare is k pamphlet J 
ot 48 pages: ‘‘The House Fly at the ' 
Bar. Indictment. Guilty or Not, 
Guilty. ’ ’ 

Trust the pamphlet, which is not! 
merely an indictment but a briet for! 
the people, and there is little doubt of 1 
the verdict. The house fly is guilty - 
guilty oi many things, but chiefly of 
transmitting typhoid 

The Merchants’ Association Commit 
tee on pollution of the waters of New 
York, of which the busy Mr. Edward 
Uatch, Jr., is the Chairman, is really 
conducting the work, 'their first move 
was in 1907. when they published a re¬ 
port by Daniel D. Jackson on the ‘'Pol¬ 
lution of New York Harbor as a menace 
to Health By the Dissemination of In¬ 
testinal Disease Through the Agency of 
the Common House Fly.,’ Mr. Jackson 
■bowed to the satisfaction of scientist8 
at that time that ’’sewage discharged 
into large or smal bodies of water, 
even if such'water was not used for 
drinking purposed, furnished feeding 
grounds for flies, from which they gath¬ 
ered and spread the germs of typhoid 
fever and other intestinal diseases." 

In a later paper Mr. Jackson showed 
how he had reached this conclusion. I 
Fbr one thing, flits captured in the foul | 
aewage-charged waters of the river I 
were captured starved and shown to be ! 
traveling back and fro between the filth j 
and the near-by homes arid restaurants I 
where food was constantly exposed. A j 
microscopic examination showed that | 
these flies carried disease bacteria. 

.Other experiments and the conclusions I 
drawn from them are thus summed up: | 

A careful study of the seasonal pre- 1 
valence of flies by means of daily | 
counts from fly cages in different parts | 
of the citv showed that they were act- j 
ive in large numbers only in the com-1 
parativeiy few hot weekB of summer. • 
while the health statistics showed that | 
these were the weeks when an abnor¬ 
mal number of cases of typhoid fever I 
and diarrhoea were contracted. The I 
reported number of cases of these dis-1 
eases rose with the rise in the preval¬ 
ence of flies and fell with but slight lag ' 
With the decrease in the number of j 
flies trapped. 

Finally maps were made showing by ! 
black dots the location of every fatal \ 
case of intestinal disease during the fly j 
season, A black belt was found to run 
along the water front. Most of the 
deaths were within three blocks of the 
shore line. 

The danger to health is greatest in 
parts of the city where sanitary pre¬ 
cautions are most neglected, but even 
if you live in a comparatively, well 
cared tor part of town do not receive 
the fly into your home as a harmless 
visitor, for he may come in a carriage 
er on horseback from the filthiest spot 
in the city. 

.Hitherto the fly has been regarded 
complacently as a harmless nuisance 
and considered to be an annoving crea¬ 
ture with great per-istence and the; 
fight of recent knowledge, the flv is ! 
more dangerous than the tiger or the j 
cobra. Worse than that, he is. at j 
least in our climate, much more to be 1 
feared than the mosquito, and may! 
easily be cltssed the world over as the I 
most dangerous animal on earth. 

Following up their work, the commit 
tee wrote to health officers throughout 
the country asking their opinions and 
particularly as to the dariger of the fiy 
as compared with impure milk and pol¬ 
luted water in the spread of typhoid. 
The letter explained: "We ask this 
question because some authorities have 
r.centlv made the statement that ty¬ 
phoid infection from these causes is in- j 
significant as compared with that 


The Richmond Climax prints the fol¬ 
lowing sensational story: 

‘ A very singular and at the same time 
exciting, incident occurred in this city 
Tuesday, in which, had it not been for 
cool heads and steady nerves, one or 
more lives would have been lost.

He was jogging along 
quietly, when suddenly a large copper¬ 
head snake crawled from under the rug 
which was on the floor of the machine 
and, before the driver saw it, had 
wound around his leg and the brake 
which stops the machine. Possibly 
about a foot of the snake’s length was 
stretched into the air, giving enough 
room £ to strike; its head was raised, 
forked tongue licked out, and it eyes 
glaring defiance at the thoroughly 
frightened Zaring. . 

In his sudden fright Mr. Zaring acci¬ 
dentally pulled the full-speed lever, 
and, as the snake was coiled on the 
stopping lever, he w*s afraid to put his 
hand near for fear of being bitten. In ' 
a few minutes the machine was flying 
down the Main-street * bill and on up I 
into the town, gaining speed all the | 
time. With great presence of mind Mr. j 
Zaring kept blowing the hprn and; 
steered the machine ir. the middle of | 
; the road On it went'in Main street, , 
the crowd scattering as he came 

As he passed the State Bank and 
Trust building, R. E. Tprley, an expert 
autoist, realized that something was j 
wrong with the machine, and, jumping 
into his own large and speedy auto, 
turned on full power and in a instant 
was in hot pursuit o* the fleeing auto. 
Mr. Zaring’s machine by this time was 
just r-unding into Lexington avenue, 

J but, as he had cleared the way, Mr. 
Turley had no interference, and it was 
| appaient that he would soon overtake 
■ his brother machine driver.. 

I Mr. Turley’s auto worked perfectly, 

! and it is estimated that he was making 
fifty miles an hour as he passed Joe’s 
; Corner. He was forced to slow down 
•to make the turn into the Lexington 
| pike, but, was soon in sight of Zaring. 
j On they sped, Turley gaming rapidly at 
every, turn ot the wheels.. In'less than 
a mile and a half from town he over- 
, took Mr. Zaring, who was seated in his 
machine, afraid to reach lor his stop¬ 
ping brake, as to do so meant a hite 
from the poisonous reptile which con- 
! tinued to hold its position and lick its 
forked tongue.. 

! Zaring knew it was impdksible to stop 
: his auto without reaching his hand to 
the ’brake, as ’ the snake held his foot 
too firmly, for that to be used, so he 
simply kept th® machine in the middle 
j of the road and sat there awaiting some 
turn for betterment ot conditions, the 
machine keeping up its rapid pace. 

Mr. Turley’s machine now had reach-

Frankfort, Ky., May 3 — Dr. W. D. 
Powell, secretary of the State Board ot 
Baptists Missions, who stopped off here 
yesterday to see the local pastor, the 
Rev. M. B. Adams, gave out some in¬ 
teresting statistics of the work which 
this denomination has done in Kentucky 
and by the help of the Kentucky church 
during the Dast year. He says that the 
missionaries of the State Mission Board 
received into Baptist chifrches during 
the year more than 5,000 members. 
The chuiches raised during the year, 
which ended April 30, for foreign mis¬ 
sions. $37,525.54; for home missions, 
$22,636.74; for State missions, $3,887 57; 
for the cmirch building fund, $13,786.09; 
total far the year. $108,945 94, as 
against $84,402 last year. 

Dr. Powell says that the statistics 
show that Kentucky is the third strong¬ 
est Baptist State in the union, only 
j Texas and Georgia excelling the de¬ 
nomination in Kentucky in strength. 
About 12.000 new members were re¬ 
ceived by baptism in this State during 
the year ending May 30. 1908, and the 
number for this year will be much in 
excess of that.
